CITIZENS OF STRAFFORD: 

In complying with the requirements of the school law it 
is necessary that an annual report of the condition of the 
public schools in town should be made. Consequently I 
submit to you the following report, which has been care- 
fully and impartially prepared, giving schools and teachers 
their just merits: 

DISTRICT No 1. 
Prudential Committee, D. H. Scruton. 


Two terms. A summer term of nine weeks, taught by 
Miss Mattie A. Horne of Rochester. This is quite a large 
school and some of the scholars are well advanced. The 
improvement of the school was very good. The reading 
classes made an excellent improvement during the term, as 
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Miss Horne is a good instructor in this branch. Miss 
Horne tried hard to have the scholars make good advance- 
ment in their studies, and succeeded very well, consider- 
ing that the school was interrupted by sickness, which she 
was not responsible for. 

Whole No. of scholars, 23; average No., 20. 

The winter term, of thirteen weeks, was taught by Mr. 
Fred T. Stanton. This being Mr. Stanton’s first attempt 
at teaching it could not be expected that he could proceed 
with as much ease and exactness as a teacher with terms 
of experience, but Mr. Stanton did very well and improved 
very much in his ways of imparting knowledge during the 
term. Some of the scholars made very good progress and 
were quite prompt at recitations. 

Whole No. of scholars, 26; average No., 22. 


DIS THIGT No, 3. 
Prudential Committee, John I. Berry. 


Two terms. A summer term of six weeks, taught by 
Miss Nettie F. Foss. This is not a very large school, but 
the scholars are very earnest workers and made an excel- 
lent improvement during the term. The scholars were 
very prompt at recitations and seemed to thoroughly 
understand what they had been over. Miss Foss is a very 
good instructor and one that worked hard for the advance- 
ment of the school. The discipline was perfect. 

Whole No. of scholars, 13; average No., 12. 

The winter term, of eight weeks, was taught by Miss 
Belle A. Jenkins of Rochester. On account of not receiv- 
ing notice of the time the school closed I did not visit the 
school at the close of the term, but judging by the appear- 
ance of the school at my first visit I consider that the term 
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was a profitable one. Miss Jenkins is a good scholar and 
one that has had considerable experience in teaching. 


Whole No. of scholars, 16; average No. 15. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 
Prudential Committee, S. Frank Welch. 


One term, of twelve weeks, taught in the fall by Mr. 
Arthur G. Scruton. This isasmall school. The scholars 
are small and of course not far advanced, but made good 
progress during the term. This was Mr. Scruton’s first 
attempt at teaching, but he did very well and worked hard 
for the advancement of the school. The discipline was 
good. 

Whole No. of scholars, 6; average No., 6. 


DISTRICT No. 5. 
Prudential Committee, John L. Babb.

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PARENTS. 


It is your duty as parents to co-operate with the teachers 
if you wish the schools to prosper. You should not 
neglect to visit the school in your district a number of 
times during each term, for the purpose of ascertaining 
how your children are progressing and to encourage them 
in their studies. Nothing is more pleasing and encourag- 
ing to the teacher than to have parents visit the school and 
co-operate with them in the promoting of education. 
Parents, you should take an interest in having your 
children attend school regularly and not allow them to be 
tardy, and avoid keeping them at home for the amount of 
work that they can do as much as possible. Itis more for 
the interest of your children to attend school than to stay 
at home. Children can not make rapid progress if they 
only attend school two or three days out of a week. It is 
necessary that your children should attend school regu- 
larly if you wish them to make great advancement in their 
studies. The greatest evil which hinders the success of our 
scholars is irregular attendance. Parents, you will find fault 
that your children do not make sufficient advancement in their 
studies and blame the teachers for what you yourselves are to 
blame for. Parents, if you wish your children to advance and 
make a rapid progress in educating themselves you should see 
that they attend school regularly and see that they are advised 
to perform all the work that is possible in school. It is also 
the duty of you as parents to uphold the teachers in keeping 
good order and in making the scholars obey the rules of the 
school, for without order our schools are worthless. If your 
children get punished for misconduct at schoo], avoid making 
any complaint against the teacher that will have a tendency to 
create any hardness between your children and the teacher, but 
encourage them to obey the teacher. Parents, if you wish our 
schools to be successful you must be co-workers with the 
teachers.
